The two German 
fliers stayed aloft 52 hours, 22 
minutes and 31 seconds.

stayed in the air until 2 p.’ rn.

Curbing Lobbyists 


Things certainly have come to a pretty pass whin 
the United States senate Is compelled to enact a law 
to protect Itself from the constantly increasing horde of 
. lobbyists with which Capitol Hill Is infested. 
Adoption of this legislation Is a direct result of the 
army of lobbying men and women which has descend­ 
ed on the Incumbent session of congress In such num ­ 
bers and on such a variety of interests and missions 
as to have brought repeated denunciations from the 
floor of the house and senate. 
Millions of dollars have been spent by corporations 
and by American communities to send highly paid law­ 
yers and publicity men to Washington this year, charged 
with the duty of helping or defeating favored legisla­ 
tion In cloak rooms and private offices. 
Not even In the palmy days of the old railroad lobby 
were leaders of both parties aroused by this Iniquitous 
Influence as they have been aroused during the present 
session. 
It Is even reported that some of the lobbyists are 
former members of the senate and the house and have 
presumed upon the prestige accorded them to appear 
upon the floors of congress, to carry their lobbying hr 
the very seats of the lawmakers. 
The law which has just been enacted does not dis­ 
tinguish between the sheep and the wolves in the lobby. 
It will compel all persons who are paid for Interesting 
themselves In tho affairs of congress, to register and 
give an account of their previous condition of servitude, 
lf any. 
The secretary of the senate and the clerk of the house 
are charged with the registering of the lobbyists, and a 
lobbyist who falls to so register, at the same time giv­ 
ing information about his interest in pending legisla­ 
tion, and what remuneration he expects to receive, 
will be subject lo a jail sentence and a fine. 
If the 
lobbyist lies in registering, he or she will be subject 
to the penalty of the law for perjury. 
The lobby evil has grown Into a most vicious one. 
Its head is reared at all times, either to strike down 
legislation, or force enactment of legislation. 
What 
the public wants cuts no figure at all. 
The lobby at­ 
tempts to feed congress with Its ideas, hatched in the 
Incubator where the particular lobby has Its headquar­ 
ters, and offered as representative of the opinion of a 
city, county, state or section. 
Now lf congress will enforce the new law it will he 
found that the constantly growing lobby contingent will 
begin to dwindle and after a while get down lo a decent 
size and behave itself. 


Mass Refrigeration 


Cooling off the tropics and mass refrigeration com­ 
prise a scientific project which interests inhabitants of 
these United States considerably less in March than It 
would In July or August. 
Nevertheless, it appears iii 
current news. 
Two French scientists, Georges Claude and Paul Boti- 
cherot, are the men working most devotedly on this par­ 
ticular proposal. 
Their idea Is mass production of cold 
air which can be piped from central refrigerating plants 
In tropical cities to private homes in the same, and which 
can be turned off or on as the temperature requires, 
just as heat is regulated in the winter In modern homes 
and buildings In the temperate zone. 
"We can be certain today,” says M. Boucherot, “of 
being able to utilize the difference in temperature of 
sea water to penetrate electric energy exceeding a mil­ 
lion kilowatts. 
By their aid cold will be produced, not 
In the small quantities of today, but In mass.” 
If this thing becomes practical In the tropics, why not 
right here during the warmest season of the year? 
Al­ 
ready there are cooling systems for public buildings, 
office buildings and theatres. 
Why not a central cooling 
system for homes?

An oil tanker of all wi hied 
contraction Is In operation and the process Is being in­ 
troduced in other kinds of ship building. 
Tanks for Hie 
s t o r a g e of artificial gas are being put together with the 
arc-welded Instead of with rivets. 
A water pipe line of 
the new construction lr California is 32 miles in length, 
there are two gas pipe lines of 20-Inch welded steel 
pipe extending 300 miles from West Virginia Into Ohio, 
and a similar projected gas pipe line from Texas to 
Kansas City will be 450 miles long. Rail Joints are 
being welded to do away with the jar when the wheels 
of street cars or trains pass from rail to rail. 
Rear axle housings, torque tubes, bodies, frame mem­ 
bers, and wire wheels are being manufactured with the 
use of the welding process for the automotive Industry. 
Framework for the fuselages of airplanes are made of 
seamless tubing of a special steel with welded Joints. 
Lindbergh’s famous Spirit of St. Louis is said to he of 
that kind of construction. 
In repair v ork things are being done that were never 
before attempted. Iron work In bridges that has become 
corroded, instead of being replaced, Is repaired by fus­ 
ing In metal so that It becomes an integral part of the 
original piece. 
A break In the frame of a motor car 
no longer means the substitution of a new part, for the 
break can be repaired with the electric arc and the 
frame made as strong as ever. 
In railway shops, worn car wheels are built up by the 
welding process, lengthening their life by 20 per cent, 
and other equipment Is being repaired and salvaged 
with resultant economies. 
The 
railroads 
have also 
found that the battered ends of rails can be reshaped 
without removing the rails from their ties, and that 
welded steel tics cr.n he made from worn piece of rail. 
These ties are said to cost only about a third as much as 
timber tics, and to hp many times as strong and lasting.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—-Although 
H erbert Hoover has staked out for 
him self two of tho hottest political 
fights im aginable—against the W at­ 
son organization in Indiana, and the 
W illis organization In Ohio—ho does 
not intend to personally invade either 
ntate in ills quest of the Republican 
nomination, it was said on his behalf 
today. 
In each of those states, as else­ 
where, it will be left to friends to 
tote the Hoover banner, and answer 
the charges that are certain to be 
hurled from hundreds of platforms 
during the next two months. This is 
in line with the policy of the Hoover 
handlers to present a picture of the 
office seeking the man, and not the 
man seeking the office. 
If Hoover 
wins It will be a great victory and a 
sm ashing vindication of that position; 
lf he loses, It can always be said that 
Xis personal prestige suffered no ir­ 
reparable damage because it was not 
Injected Into the fight. 
Watson Packs His Bag. 
A battle iii Indiana comparable to 
th at in Ohio, If indeed it does not 
outshine it, was generally anticipated 
by politicians here today as a result 
of the cabinet candidates, entering 
the Indiana prim ary, set for May 8. 
Within half an hour after the word 
reached W ashington that Hoover had 
filed in Indiana, Senator W atson, the 
wily veteran of three decades of po­ 
litical w arfare packed his hag and 
was enroute to Hoosierland to make 
a personal survey of the situation. 
“I haven’t anything to say now,” said 
Watson. 
“But I’ll have plenty to gay 
latter on.” 
The Indiana veteran did not, as did 
his colleague, Willis iii Ohio, threaten 
dire things to the Hoover candidacy 
In his native bailiwick. 
Willis prom­ 
ised Hoover the fight in Ohio would 
be "no kid glove or powder puff af­ 
fair,” but W atson indicated that such 
a statem ent, as applied to Indiana, was 
simply superfluous. 
Hoover has staked his all in the In­ 
diana primary, insofar as Indiana’s 33 
delegates are concerned. 
The Indiana 
Iawr provides that the winner gets all 
S3 votes in the convention, so there 
Will bo no split delegation. 
Lowden Alters Plans. 
The Lowden managers, who at first 
were inclined to go into the state If 
Hoover entered, altered their plans at 
the last moment and decided to stay 
out, hoping to fall heir to the Hoosier 
bloc after the balloting begins at Kan­ 
sas City, 
The Lowden position is pre­ 
dicted upon the asumptlon that W at­ 
son will emerge a winner In Indiana, 
and that the known friendliness of 
W atson with Vice President Dawes and 
Lowden himself will operate to throw 
the SS votes to Lowden after the na­ 
tive son stage bas been passed. 
This is in keeping with the general 
Lo wden policy of picking up second 
choice preferences wherever possible, 
and accounts for the fact that Lowden 
will nowhere step on any native son 
toes. 
He has now kept out of Ohio, 
Indiana, and will stay out of Kansas 
and Nebraska. 
The task of defeating Senator W al­ 
don in bis own state is considered by 
the practical politicians of Washing­ 
ton as an even more difficult one 
than that of defeating Willis in Ohio. 
In both states teh senators control 
the state 
organizations. 
However, 
there is 
adm itted 
disaffection for 
’Willis in the larger cities of Ohio, 
while no such weakness lias m anifest­ 
ed itself in Indiana against W atson.

DENVER 
Supplying Denver and vi­ 
cinity with Christmas trees during th e ; 
last holiday season assumed immense 
proportions. According to the district 
forester here, 35.000 
trees were cut 
and sold, while 2,500 more were cut j 
and unused. 
Fifty-six 
retail dealers | 
were licensed by the city, one fourth 
of whom sold their entire stock. 
The 
Flke 
National Forest region 
furnished the greater part of the trees. 
The cutting was carefully supervised 
by 
trained 
foresters, 
resulting 
In 
much needed thinning of overcrowded 
stands in the vicinity of Jarre Canyon. 
A general movement has been inst!- j 
tuted by the government forestry de­ 
partment and the Denver Chamber of j 
Commerce to thin out stands of ever­ 
green trees not only on government 
lands, but on private lands as well. 
Many private owners are giving their j 
co-operation. 
Letters To The Editor 


Vocational Training. 
March 9, 1923. 
My dear Editor: 
A recent editorial on 
"Teaching 
for Jobs” seems unfair. 
The source 
of the criticism against vocational 
education is a group of real estate 
speculators prompted by the selfish 
motive of gain rather than the needs 
of youth. These gentlemen are nat­ 
urally interested in lower taxes. Mr. 
Walsh, whom Mr. Service quotes in 
an 
article 
which appeared in the 
Cleveland News 
against 'vocational 
training, 
represents 
the 
Building 
Owners’ and Managers’ association. 
Mr. Steffen, a member of the Cleve­ 
land board of education says: 
“The 
apprenticeship courses 
in 
irades and Industries about which 
Mr. Walsh complains have 
the ap­ 
proval not only of the hoard of edu­ 
cation but of the labor unions and 
the Chamber of Commerce. They rep 
resent educational practice which the 
people of Cleveland as a whole want 
their children to have. Fortunately, 
our schools are not being run by the 
crowd to whom a dollar Is more im­ 
portant by far than the opportunity 
of childhood to develop to the larg­ 
est possible extent." 
The editorial further stated that 
vocational 
training is not for the 
bright or average children but for 
those having no interest 
in 
"book 
learning." Testimony from practical­ 
ly all vocational schools shows that 
you cannot make a skilled carpenter, 
a highly skilled mechanic or a good 
potter from a boy of low intelligence. 
Who would select a carpenter of low 
mentality to build 
a 
house? 
The 
trades have their standards of Intelli­ 
gence as well as the professions. 
Mr. Briggs, director of Vocational 
training for Cleveland, says in a re­ 
cent letter to me: 
"Vocational training Is not for a 
dullard child, but for the normal child 
who economically feels that he must 
be prepared to earn a living at an 
early date, and who through Interest 
and capacity Is qualified to become 
a skilled artisan. Vocational training 
ie not established to take care of 
dullard children, but rather la a Com-, 
munlty necessity. It certainly la a 
much better 
expenditure 
to have 
every potential bricklayer one hun­ 
dred per cent trained to function effi­ 
ciently In his chosen craft than to 
spend his time upon the so-called 
classical 
subject 
content when he 
knows that his greatest need Is to 
earn Immediately and when the com­ 
munity’s need Is efficient production. 
Culturally, a 
man whose interests 
lie In the field of Industry will gain 
more happiness In life and contribute 
more to society lf he Is educated to 
the point vocationally where he may 
interpret to his satisfaction the scien­ 
tific processes 
taking 
place about 
him In his everyday work, when he 
not only knows how, but why, and 
when he can intelligently speak the 
language of his trade and Interpret 
his satisfactions and experiences to 
others similarly interested.” 
The state has spent vast sums o f| 
money to 
ald professional schools 
while until recent years little ald was 
given trade training. 
It is undemo­ 
cratic to spend money to train one 
class of our population while denying 
ald to another. 
The states and the 
federal government recognized this 
need of equality of training for all 
classes by passing the Smlth-Hughes 
Act. Federal and state money Is and 
of right ought to be appropriated to 
ald local communities In the voca­ 
tional training of Its children.

Where school 
authorities have used the vocational 
school as a dumping ground for undo* | 
slrables, vocational training has re- j 
ceived a black mark. 
Theodore Rooesevelt once said: 
"To train boys and girls in merely 
literary accomplishments to the total 
exclusion of industrial, manual and 
technical training tends to unfit them 
for industrial work; and in real life 
most work Is industrial."

Capt. T. J. J. See, navy astronomer 
and noted scientist at Mare Island,
